the entire Lill ba quashed,
The plaintiffs in the suite are the
Trtiea Lank, the Bank of Staplehurst,
Jones' National bank of Seward and
Thomas BDalley., The list of defend:
ants In the original action embraces
all of the directors of the Capital Na-
tional at the time of its fallure, in-
eluding Churles E. Yates and D, E
Thompson,
The case has been pending fn the
aonrts for seven or eight venrs and s
now before the sunreme court on the
motion of the defendants for a re-
hearing.
